Tech Granted $750,000 


For Nuclear Research 


Georgia Tech’s nuclear research reactor project 
was $750,000 richer Wednesday due to a grant from the 
National Science Foundation. 


Tech President Edwin D. Har- | 
rison was informed Wednesday of 
the grant by a letter from Dr. 
Alan T. Waterman, director of 
the government agency. The 
grant will be forwarded to Tech 
within two weeks, Dr. Harrison 
said. 


VALUED AT $4 MILLION 

The school’s reactor and its as- 
sociated research facilities repre- 
sent the largest individual build- 
ing project in the history of the 
school. The project is now in its 
final design stages, and will be 
valued at more than four million 
dollars when completed late in 
1960. 


The project officially got under- 
way in August of 1957 when then 
Gov. Marvin Griffin allocated the 
first $2.5. million toward its de- 
sign and construction. 


President Harrison Wednesday 
gave due credit to Frank Neely, 
chairman of the Georgia Nuclear 
Advisory Commission, for his 
group’s work toward making the 
reactor a reality. 


TAME AND COOL 


According to Dr. Harrison, the 
reactor, when completed, will be 
s ‘fine as any university-operat- 
ed nuclear facility in the world.” 


“The reactor will be a tame and 
cool one rather than a hot type: a 
domesticated kind of reactor for 
campus use,” he continued, ““We 
have investigated all types of re- 
actors . . . and have decided 
upon one generally similar to the 
one locatéd at Argenne National 
Laboratories, Ill., and the 
Cambridge, Mass.,~ Oper y 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology.” 


DESIGNED BY ZINN 


Tech’s reactor was designed by 
Dr. Walter H. Zinn, one of the 
world’s leading reactcr engineers 
and designers. It will use as 
fuel thin plates of an alloy of 
uranium-235 and aluminum set in 
a large tank of heavy water which 
contains the neutrons and re- 
moves the heat produced in fission 
of uranium-235. It is generally 
agreed, Tech officials say, that 
such a reactor is one of the safest

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Georgia Celebrates 
226th Anniversary 


There are so many important anni- 
versaries in February, including the 
birthdays of Washington and Lincoln, 
that another of great significance to 
Georgians sometimes fails to receive the 
notice it deserves. 

Today, Feb. 12, is not only the 150th 
anniversary of the birth of Abraham Lin- 
coln but is the 226th birthday of the 
colony which later became the Common- 
wealth of Georgia and one of the 13 
original states of these United States. 
The good ship Anne, which set sail on 
Nov. 17, 1732, with 120 persons aboard 
had arrived at Beaufort, S.C., on Jan. 20, 
1733. It proceeded to Savannah with 114 
colonists led by Gen. James Edward Ogle- 
thorpe and entered the harbor there on 
Feb. 12. 

This sturdy band formed the nucleus 
of a soon-to-be thriving colony which 
grew out of a philanthropic movement 
by Gen. Oglethorpe and others to aid 
worthy unfortunates of their native Eng- 
land. Georgia thus really began as a 
welfare state. The program of her trus- 
tees was designed primarily to promote 
human liberty. Its charter and objectives 
laid out policies for promoting the gen- 
eral welfare of all citizens. 

On the whole, the entire history of 
the colony and state shows a deter- 
mined—though often interrupted—gov- 
ernment intent to achieve full use of 
resources, full employment and promo- 
tion of economic growth. 

Georgia thus became the first state 
in history to accept its responsibility for 
public education. The Constitution | of 
1777 provided that “Schools shall be 
erected in each county and supported at 
the general expense of the state as the 
Legislature shall hereafter point out and 
direct.” This precedent was followed by 
establishment of the first state uni- 
versity in 1785. 

While the Legislature was more than 
negligent in taking full advantage of this 
provision for almost two centuries, the 
principle established became a national 
pattern. These early Georgians recog- 
nized that full employment of resources 
of the land, maintenance of democratic 
institutions and economic opportunity de- 
pended upon a system of universal edu- 
cation. 

Throughout the early history of the 
state and existing even to the present 
there has been a liberal pattern of effort 
by government in most areas to carry 
out the revolutionary philosophy of its 
founders to promote the general welfare. 

Today we honor those founders, the 
original settlers and the man who set 
the colony on the road to success, Gen. 
James Edward Oglethorpe. In doing so 
we salute the great state Georgia has 
become and look hopefully to that fu- 
ture when the dreams of these great men 
fully will be realized.

Georgia Tech’s important nuclear re- 
search reactor project..has received a 


grant of $750,000 from the National | 


Science Foundation. 

This project, on which Tech alumnus 
Frank Neely did the initial spade work 
and which received important help from 
the state, will have a value of more than 
$4,000,000 when completed in 1960. It 
will be the largest building project in 
the history of the institution. 

Its meaning to the state and the South 
has not yet been comprehended. The re- 

actor is being designed by Dr. Walter H. 
Zinn, one of the three or four topflight 
reactor designers in the nation. It will 
be a research reactor, not of the “hot”

Possession of this facility will make 
Georgia Tech one of the limited few 
technical ‘institutes in the world with 
such an advanced department of research 
in nuclear science. 

The $750,000 grant is easily one of 
the great milestones in the history of 
technical education in the South.

Georgia’s senators, Richard B. Russell 
and Herman Talmadge, have been in the 
state for a couple of days to address the 
General Assembly and other groups 
meeting in Atlanta. They are, of course, 
heartily welcomed and their words will 
be listened to with considerable interest. 

There is unanimity of opinion among 
them that the Benson farm program is 
unrealistic and actually destructive to 
Southern agriculture. Sen. Talmadge al- 
ready has proposed a bill which is gain- 
ing wide acceptance in this field and 
which certainly will have major effect 
on future farm legisiation. 

Both are agreed, too, that the Eisen- 
hower administration has neglected the 
nation’s defense program. 

On defense, Sen. Russell charged, 
more attention has been paid to the ad- 
vice of the “Bureau of the Budget than 
to the specialists to whom we have en- 
trusted our nation’s defenses.” 

In the field of civil rights and the 
problem of segregation, Sen. Russell 
pointed out that the South is over- 
whelmingly outnumbered in Congress 
with even the Solid South no ldénger 
solid. Sen. Talmadge continued to out- 
line his positive proposals for putting the 
region’s case before Congress and the 
people. 

Their constituents, of course, will 
sympathize with both senators in their 
efforts to uphold a difficult minority 
view in line with the prevailing political 
climate of the state. As for their views

Legislators Can Save 
Voters This Bother 


Georgia legislators, who last week 
voted themselves a $10 per day pay 
raise without stirring too much public 
protest, now have before them a pro- 
posal going considerably further. 

The measure, introduced by Brooks 
County Rep. John Sheffield, calls for a 
constitutional amendment to become 
effective in 1962. It would provide pay- 
ment of $3,000 annually for legislators 
in addition to $30 daily for the 40-day 
yearly sessions. 

Both facets of this resolution .are 


‘utterly lacking in merit. , 


A much better way-to increase legis- 
lative efficiency than that°urged by Rep. 
Sheffield would be to end the rotation 
system in the Senate. 

Like members of the House, senators 
should be permitted to offer for re- 
election at the expiration of their two- 
year terms. The Senate thus would be 
provided a sufficient number of experi- 
enced hands to assure a better continuity 
of committee work. Making the Senate a 
stronger and more effective body would 
contribute greatly to the movement to- 
ward legislative independence. 

The resolution advanced by Rep. 
Sheffield is contrary to efforts to achieve 
sound, economical government. Members 
of the General Assembly would do well 
to save the voters the trouble of de- 
feating the proposed amendment at the 
polls by killing it themselves.

Of ‘Togetherness’ 


“Togetherness” is a word about which we 
have heard a great deal in recent times. It is 


a wonderful word which 


we wish to cherish and which we want to develop in meaningful ways. 


The salt, which is sold in the 
main to packers of dried fish in 
Great Britain and America, has 
been the island’s only treasure 


since Juan Ponce de Leon discov. 
ered the place 20 years after Co- 
lumbus first set foot on San Sal- 
vador a few hundred miles to the 
north of here. When Raleigh’s 
colony, at Roanoke Island in Vir- 
ginia, was slowly dying, Sir Rich- 
ard Grenville’s ships were here 
seeking salt to take to them and 
all the ships that bore west from 
England to the American colo- 
nies could put in here for salt. 

Now nobody seems to want 
Grand Turk’s salt and it lies in 
low mountains of shimmering 
white, hard as stone, along the 
shores of the little bleak island 
that history passed by until the 
age of the missile came along to 
bring it briefly into the eye of the 
world again. Here, as on many 
another little lost and forgotten 
island now, Americans man the 
electronic eyes and ears which 
watch the great missiles arching 
through the sky, giving a brief 
new lease on life to a forgotten 
place.

Second, there is need for more 
“togetherness” within our commu- 


standing 

ing faiths, activities and races. 
Here again the encouragements 
of love, an all-inclusive love such 
as Christ taught by precept and 
practiced by example, will clear 


our social perspectives so that 
we can see deeply into the hearts 
of other men. I do not think that 
the achievement of such social 
harmony comes easily, but I 
know it is possible, especially 
fafter trust and love have first 
\prought a transformation of mind 
and heart to those in our family 
circles. 

But, thirdiy, we need more “‘to- 
getherness” among the peoples 
of the world. There are mighty 
forces which work against har- 
mony among the nations of our 
world. I am thinking of such 
things as fear and distrust, arma 
ment competitiveness, conflicts 
of ideologies and much _ more. 
But there are also forces which 
are working for international un- 
derstanding and good will. 

The idea is so frequently re- 
peated that sometimes the force 
of the suggestion seems dimin- 
ished, but I believe with all my 
heart that the answer to a lack 
of “togetherness” is an increase 
of love. We just do not practice 
an aggressive, bold and adven- 
turous kind of love. I further be- 
lieve that within Chirst’s message 
of love lies the clue to the lessen- 
ing of “separateness.”

Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, who 
vigorously supported the measure 
and said it was part of his cam- 
paign promise to keep the public 
informed of government opera- 
tions, declared that the man- 
damus - injunction _ provision 
“strengthens” the bill.

It's been cold around here this 
winter, but Florida hasn't felt 
it as much as last year. For 
thi§ reasetfresh vegetable sup- 
plies are expected to be consid- 
erably larger this year than 
last, when many crops were se- 
verely weather damaged.

Budget-stretching econo- 
my vegetables this week include 
potatoes. Bagged potatoes offer 
the most for the food shopper's 
money. Turnips are attractive- 
ly priced and cabbage will be 
cheaper in many of the mar- 
kets this week.

Bagged citrus offers the best 
fruit value for the grocery 
money this week. Citrus com- 
ing to the market is of excel- 
lent quality and is priced rea- 
sonably.

Members of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs are 
still conducting a battle to have 
the State Mental Hospital at 
Milledgeville transferred from 
the Georgia Welfare Depart- 
ment to the Health Department, 
and admittedly the plan has 
met with opposition. Indeed, 
there is, as yet, no bill pertain- 
ing to this matter scheduled for 
the attention of legislators dur- 
ing the current session of the 
General Assembly. 


“This transfer,” declared a 
federation spokesman, ‘would 
be a giant step toward rehabili- 
tating the mentally ill, allowing 
them to return to their normal 
place in society. 


“The welfare’s philosophy of 
help to people,” she explained, 
“is to give them clothing, food 
and housing. These are their 
needs. But patients at the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital are 
mentally sick. They need psy- 
chiatric and medical attention. 
This can be better accom- 
plished under the Health De- 
partment.”’ 


RETURN TO SOCIETY 


She added that “at present 
35 per cent of first admissions 
are being returned to society 
after six months to a year's 
treatment. However, 70 per 
cent could be returned in less 
time if given the consistent and 
intensive treatment needed.

Threads of Indian Stories 
Woven Into Upson’s Past 


Upson County, in northwest central Georgia, was created from 
Crawford and Pike counties in 1824, ranking 59th in order of 
creation. It was named for Stephen Upson of Lexington, noted 
lawyer and state legislator. Thomaston, the county seat, was named 
for Gen. Jett Thomas, who built the state capitol building at Mil- 
ledgeville and the original building of Franklin College (now the 
University of Georgia). 


“In the northwest section of the county is Thundering Springs, 
whose waters have ceased to ‘‘thunder.”’ The Indians believed its 
warm waters had medicinal value. The spring is 12 feet wide and 


Upson County has 25,000 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 28th 
in population (1950 census). Thomaston, a textile center, has 7,600 
residents (1957 estimate). Towns in the county include Silvertown, 
Yatesville, The Rock, Atwater, Crest, Pickard, Roland and Jugtown. 


Upson County covers 333 square miles, ranking 84th in size. 
There were 812 farms, averaging 133 acres, in the county in 1955. 
About 50 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 16 
per cent in harvested croplands. Main crops were corn, cotton and 
peaches. Upson County ranked eighth in the state in peach trees 
and 10th in production of pimentos in 1954.

Today is Georgia day: first, because Oglethorpe landed with 
his first colonists on this date. Another reason that should be added 
to our celebration of February 12 is that on this date in 1825 Gen. 
William McIntosh and 51 other Creek Indian chiefs signed away 


all Creek lands in Georgia for $400,000 and a like number of acres 
west of the Mississippi, 


A mew portrait of Gen. McIntosh has just been completed to 
hang in the McIntosh home place at Indian Springs, where the 
treaty was signed. The portrait is a copy of a print of one which 
is owned by the state of Alabama, but looks as alitique as if it 
were painted at the time of the treaty signing. 


Believe it or not, the painter of the portrait is another Indian, 
Ray Pahoo, a Blackfoot Indian from California, who is an expert 
at restoring old paintings and other art work. He is now working 
for James H. Elliott, president of the Atlanta Museum, and owner 
of the McIntosh house at Indian Springs. 


SIGNING BROUGHT DEATH FOR McINTOSH 


Gen. McIntosh built the house which still stands at Indian 
Springs back in 1823. He didn’t get to enjoy it long, because the 
treaty he signed with the white men led to his death just two 
months after he signed it. Here’s the story: 


In another Treaty of Indian Springs in 1821, the stale of 
Georgia gained possession of all Creek lands east of the Flint River 
except for 1,000 acres around Indian Springs and McIntosh’s home- 
place. The Southern Creeks at this time were led by Mcintosh, 
but the Northern Creeks, living mostly in Alabama, didn’t like 
this treaty or any of the rest which followed. 


In 1825 James Meriwether and Duncan G. Campbell were 
appointed as commissioners to meet with the Creeks at Indian 
Springs and sign a treaty. They had already been. unsuccessful \in 
dealings with the Northern Creeks. . 

Anyway, in February of that year, 400 chiefs and warriors 
including both Northern and Southern Creeks met with the com- 
missioners at the Springs. A Northern Creek with the unbelievable

After a few weeks on crutches my weight dropped 
to 148 pounds. For some reason, Auburn agreed to take me on a 
make-good scholarship for one year.” 


Coach Jordan had previously explained the reason. “Joe 
Connally went down to Albany to check on some other boys 
shortly before Wester broke his leg. We'd never heard about 
Cleve, but Connally was impressed, and Albany coach Bernie 
Reid recommended him very highly. Se we just took a chance 
on him, and I’m certainly happy we did. That shows you there’s 
a lot of luck involved in recruiting football players.” 


At the outset, all of Wester’s luck was bad. | 
‘‘My leg never troubled me any more,” Wester continued his 


story, “‘but I didn’t make the freshman team at Auburn. They had 
the 30 rule that year, and my name wasn't on the list when it was 
posted.
